Bills of health from Salaverry, dated January 30, show 16 cases 
of plague present on that date at Truxillo and at the port of Sala- 
verry the occurrence of 3 cases with 2 deaths. Plague was reported 
present at Lima during the week ended February 11. The disease 
is present, with many cases, in the Chicama Valley and in the inte- 
rior of the northern part of Peru. At Mollendo 11 cases of plague 
with 3 deaths were reported during the period from January 11 to 24.
